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TRADE    BY    COUNTRY 


A  supplement  to  this  report  will  be  issued  within  the  next  few  days  presenting  data 
on  the  monthly  average  of  exports  during  1948,  1949  and  1950  and  on  exports  during  the  last 
three  months  of  1950  compiled  by  country  of  destination,  exclusive  of  Special  Categories 
as  defined  January  1,  1952.    This  supplement  will  be  similar  to  that  issued  in  November  1950. 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  announced  today  that  the  decline  in  United 
States  exports  of  domestic  and  foreign  merchandise,  excluding  special  category  commodities,  from 
$1,324.2  million  in  December  to  $1,136.6  million  in  January  resulted  from  decreased  exports  to 
all  continents.  The  rise  in  general  imports  from  $800.6  to  $921.6  million  during  the  same  period 
reflected  increased  Imports  from  all  continents  except  Australia  and  Oceania. 

Exports  to  Europe  declined  from  $444.3  million  in  December  to  $385.8  million  in  January. 
Noticeable  decreases  occurred  in  exports  to  many  of  the  countries  of  this  continent  with  the 
largest  declines  occurring  in  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  which  fell  from  $103.1  to  $78.4  mil- 
lion, and  Belgium  and  Luxembourg,  which  dropped  from  $52.8  to  $34.6  million.  The  decline  in 
exports  to  Asia  from  $254.7  million  in  December  to  $201.5  million  in  January  reflected  decreases 
in  exports  to  some  of  the  countries  of  this  continent,  as  follows:  Republic  of  the  Philippines 
from  $41.0  to  $23.1  million,  India  from  $77.6  to  $61.7  million,  and  Japan  from  $54.6  to  $44.6 
million.  The  decline  in  exports  to  South  America  from  $205.3  million  in  December  to  $152.7  mil- 
lion in  January  resulted  from  lower  export's  to  most  South  American  countries  with  exports  to 
Brazil,  which  dropped  from  $81.3  to  $57.9  million,  showing  the  largest  decline.  Exports  to 
Australia  and  Oceania  decreased  from  $34.0  to  $20.6  million  largely  as  a  result  of  a  decline  in 
exports  to  Australia  from  $26.0  to  $18.5  million  and  New  Zealand  from  $7.6  to  $1.8  million. 
Exports  to  North  America  dropped  from  $334.5  million  in  December  to  $327.7  million  in  January 
as  the  rise  in  exports  to  Canada  from  $180.6  to  $192.3  million  was  more  than  offset  by  the  de- 
cline in  exports  to  Mexico  from  $62.2  to  $54.8  million  and  smaller  decreases  in  exports  to  many 
other  North  American  countries.   From  December  to  January,  exports  to  Africa  registered  a  small 
decrease  from  $51.4  to  $48.3  million. 

Imports  from  Asia  increased  from  $117.7  million  in  December  to  $157.6  million  in  January 
with  imports  from  British  Malaya,  which  rose  from  $16.9  to  $38.5  million,  and  Indonesia,  which 
advanced  from  $20.1  to  $29.7  million,  showing  the  most  important  increases  in  imports  from  indi- 
vidual countries  of  this  continent.   Imports  from  Africa  advanced  from  $35.0  million  in  December 
to  $68.4  million  in  January  with  the  rise  in  imports  from  Egypt  from  $1.1  to  $16.5  million  ac- 
counting for  a  large  portion  of  the  total  increase  in  imports  from  this  continent.  A  sizeable 
advance  also  occurred  in  imports  from  North  America,  which  rose  from  $283.2  million  in  December 
to  $314.7  million  in  January.   Imports  from  Cuba,  which  increased  from  $13.4  to  $30.6  million, 
and  Mexico,  which  rose  from  $32.9  to  $41.2  million,  showed  the  most  noticeable  advances  in 
imports  from  individual  North  American  countries.  The  rise  in  imports  from  Europe  from  $158.0 
million  in  December  to  $175.9  million  in  January  resulted  from  relatively  small  increases  in 
imports  from  many  of  the  countries  of  this  continent.   Imports  from  South  America  rose  from 
$177.7  million  in  December  to  $189.7  million  in  January.  During  this  same  period,  imports  from 
Australia  and  Oceania  decreased  from  $29.0  to  $15.3  million  largely  as  a  result  of  a  decline  in 
imports  from  Australia  from  $22.5  to  ^>8.5   million. 


1Country  of  destination  detail  is  not  reported  in  export  statistics  for  special  category  com- 
modities beginning  July  1950,  for  security  reasons.  Export  figures  mentioned  in  the  text  repre- 
sent total  exports  less  exports  of  special  category  commodities.  See  the  January  1952  issue  of 
Foreign  Trade  Statistics  Notes  for  further  explanation  and  list  of  special  category  commodities.
